ROADS 

All main roads in the north end of the state lead to 
Redding. The State Highway is now being built through 
the county north and south. Actual construction work is 
being pushed along rapidly. The road to W -averville, the 
county seat of Trinity county, and from there on through to 
Eureka, is a much traveled route. While this road is in 
good general condition, except for two or three months 
during the winter, it will soon be as. good as there is in 
the state the year around, as the State Highway Commis- 
sion has officially adopted the route to W eaverville as a 
State Highway, and the Federal Government has set aside 
a fund to improve a portion beyond Weaverville which 
runs through the Trinity National Forest. All travel to the 
Coast or visa versa should go via Redding and Weavervitie. 

The Pacific Highway runs north and south through the 
county and is the line now being rebuilt by the state. To 
help along the construction of this route the City of Red- 
ding recently completed one of the finest bridges in the 
State, which is located at thé north city limits and spans 
the Sacramento river. 

Road experts in the City of Portland favor the Central 
Oregon route from their city to San Francisco. This route 
naturally leads to Alturas, and from there down to the Pit 
river slope through Fall River Valley via Pit Falls, Fall River 
Falls, and Burney Falls, entering the Sacramento Valley at 
Redding. This is the SCENIC ROUTE, and is the only road 
open the year around in the State that crosses the Sierra 
Mountains. 

The only feasible route to the immediate vicinity of 
Mount Lassen is eastward from Redding, although connec- 
tion with this road may be made at either Anderson or 
Cottonwood, in the southern part of Shasta County. There 
are many other routes of interest leading from Redding, 
which the tourist will be informed of upon arriving at any 
of the splendid hotels in Redding. Look at the map and 
see the roads peo Ls Gor de pe peoned herein.

SCENERY 


On the northern border, 
just across the line in 
Siskiyou County, stands 
Mt. Shasta, whose snow- 
capped summit can _ be 
seen from all parts of 
Shasta County. Through- 
out a large portion of 
Shasta County there are 
many beautiful and ma- 
jestic mountains, being 
made more and more ac- 
cessible each year as 
road improvement is ex- 
tended in those districts. 
In the southeastern part 
of the county is located 
Mt. Lassen, which is call- 
ed by some the only ac- 
tive volcano in the Unit- 
ed States, while by oth- 
ers it is called the world’s 
largest and most spectac- 
ular geyser. Surround- 
ing it are many moun- 
tains of interest, some of 
which are covered with 
snow. Many beautiful waterfalls are found in the 
county, among them being Burney Falls, Fall River Falls, 
Pit River Falls and others. The canyons of the Sacra- 
mento and the Pit are second to none and are great at- 
tractions for the tourist. 

Other points of great interest that should be seen 
are the famous olive orchards in Happy Valley, a few 
miles from the city, the new bridge just north of town, 
the Mammoth Copper Mine at Kennett, also the great 
Bag House of that company, which controls the smel- 
ter fumes at the Mammoth Smelter. Neither should the 
prune and general fruit orchards be forgotten.

Another great ad- 
vantage of this route is the fact that the traveler can 
find the best hotel and garage facilities north of Sacra- 
mento at Redding, and an early start will take you to 
the lake and back in one day if you desire. 
GARAGES

CLIMATE 

The City of Redding is located at the head 
of the Sacramento Valley and has a climate 
similar to that of the rest of the valley; how- 
ever, because of its unique location at a slight 
elevation above the lower floor of the valley 
it has a more moderate climate, both winter 
and summer. The air drainage is perfect so 
that damaging frosts seldom if ever occur. 

All manner of fruits such as peaches, pears, 
prunes, oranges, olives, strawberries and other 
small fruits thrive exceedingly well
